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The  set  is  peopled  with  people  wanting  some- 
thing: I — don't — know — what — or — why  some- 
thing, but  at  least  something.

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By  1:45  A.M.,  Hermes  Typewriters 
imprint  TRUTH  (with  carbon  copies, 
two  days  late).  Without  books,  li- 
braries, reference  desks,  and  four- 
by-five  index  cards  we  would  all  be 
lost. 
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Images,  goals,  and  dreams  droop  like  Corras- 
able  Bond  on  a  rainy  day.  This  mess  is  un- 
avoidable; everybody's  a  Holden  Caulfield 
at  least  once.  Some  show  it,  others  hold  it  for 
letters  home. 
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Organized,  unorganized,  or  disorganized  ac- 
tivities are  a  way  to  get  out  of  a  bag.  to  re- 
claim a  soul,  and  to  pay  a  brief  tribute  to  the 
goddess  Hysteria. 
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A  fierce  battle  rages  not  only  between  our- 
selves and  sheets  of  paper,  but  between  our 
convictions  and  somebody  else's  big  ideas.  The 
courage  needed  to  make  a  point  sometimes  is 
fantastic.  The  stamina  to  listen  to  others  is 
often  even  greater. 
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The  getting-away-from-it  is  as  important  as 
joining  the  rush-work-smile  of  our  existence. 
This  chance  to  escape  is  as  welcome  as  the 
drip,  drip  of  a  rainy,  sleep-late  morning.  A 
void  for  one  or  two  can  be  a  comfortable 
place,  once  in  a  while. 
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First  Lad 


Caricature  of  reality  and  the  essence  of  reality:  this  paradox 
makes  First  Lady  a  successful  play.  First  Lady  wields  political 
slapstick  and  satire.  The  women,  despite  political  protocol,  are 
the  power-hungry.  A  gentile  senator  quips,  "Well,  suppose  we 
leave  the  girls  to  mop  up.  A  battlefield  is  no  place  for  a  diplo- 
mat." The  men  are  not  only  dominated  by  the  women,  but  also 
ignored  by  them.  A  contender  for  the  coveted  position  of  First 
Lady,  Lucy  Chase  Wayne,  bluntly  admits,  "They  ought  to  elect 
the  First  Lady  and  then  let  her  husband  be  President."  Lucy's 
ambitions,  however,  are  matched  by  those  of  Irene  Hibberd, 
whose  cold  stare  and  acid  tongue  are  well-used  political  as- 
sets. The  in-fighting  rages.  This  pettiness  and  greed  sketch  a 
caricature  of  real  politics,  yet  the  sound  of  political  skirmishes 
makes  the  verv  essence  of  realitv. 
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Master  Builder 


Who  is  this  Master  Builder?  Henrik  Ibsen  created  him  as 
Halvard  Solness,  a  man  who  builds.  First  he  builds  churches 
with  beautiful,  high  steeples.  Yet  he  never  climbs  his 
steeples.  Then  he  builds  homes  for  people  to  live  in,  but 
people  don't  know  how  to  use  them.  Finally  he  decides  to 
build  castles  in  the  air. 

What  kind  of  a  man  is  Solness?  He  is  a  proud,  selfish 
man.  His  majestic  power  grips  firmly  a  naive  secretary  and 
a  talented  apprentice.  Yet  a  troll  lurks  in  him;  while  nastily 
cruel  and  blindly  self-centered,  he  lusts  for  the  eupohoria 
of  heights  and  the  irresponsibility  of  life  in  a  castle  in  the  air. 
Hilda  Wangel  seduces  from  him  this  youthful,  hedonistic- 
troll.  The  Master  Builder  climbs  recklessly  up  the  last  home 
he  will  ever  build.  The  troll  raises  its  head,  yet  pushes 
Halvard  Solness  to  his  death.  Perhaps  castles  in  the  air  are 
not  meant  to  be  built  by  men  who  are  builders,  but  by  men 
who  are  trolls.

Jones 


The  tom-tom  thumps  relentlessly  as  the 
Emperor  Jones  Hees  his  kingdom  and  its 
rebellious  "bush  niggers."  The  sound  is 
primitive,  emotional.  This  pulse  quickens 
and  intensifies  as  his  defenses  are  stripped. 
His  food  is  lost  and  his  jacket  and  boots 
are  discarded.  His  sanity  erodes:  he  ap- 
proaches a  primitive  emotionalism.  In  the 
forest  he  sees  visions:  the  Little  Form- 
less Fears,  a  slave  auction  from  his  own 
past,  and  finally  a  witch  doctor  and  Croco- 
dile God  to  whom  he  submits.  The  revolu- 
tionaries kill  Jones,  yet  his  death  as  a 
secure,  civilized  ruler  is  caused  by  the 
forest  darkness,  scathing  and  primeval.

Widow 


While  Franz  Lehar's  The  Merry  Widow  was  written  in  nine- 
teenth-century Vienna,  the  operetta  has  all  the  ingredients  of  a 
successful  Broadway  play.  The  plot  is  fragile.  A  light,  misplaced 
tap  of  pensiveness  may  burst  the  colorful  bubble  of  romantic 
intrigues,  love  scenes,  robust  bawdiness,  and  the  happy  ending. 
As  long  as  Broadway's  lights  glitter  and  man's  seriousness 
desires  escape,  will  the  frailty  of  such  romantic  frivolity  live  a 
strong  and  he'althy  life.
